BELLE GLADE-City Commis- 
sioners denied a request Monday 
night to donate an additional 
$5,000 to Wee Care, Inc. The 
donation would have doubled the 
city's contribution to the day care 
center. 

The commission rejected the 
request on a 40 vote in the 
absence of Commissioner. William 
Grear, who is the director for Wee 
Care. 

Mayor Tom Altman said the 
city's initial contribution, "is a 
pretty substantial amount. If we 
were to double that to $10,000, I 
would feel it incumbent to check 
the efficiency of th» operation. 1 
wouldn' want to get into that 
situation but I would feel we 
should make sure the city's tax- 
payers were getting $10,000 worth 
of services." 

Commissioner Claude Tindall 
offered the motion to deny the 
request, asking how the city could 
continue giving, and the move was 
seconded by Commissioner Ralph 
Kirk, who said he has always been 
opposed to donating as much as 
has been done in the past 

“It started out at a relatively 
small amount," Kirk said, "and t 
money came out of federal revenue 
sharing." He went on, to say, 
however, he feels the donation has 
grown too large even without the 
additional amount requested. 

The requést came in the form of 
a letter from the Rev. J.B. Adams, 
chairman of the Wee Care board of 
directors. Adams said the request 
was due to, "rapidly rising infla- 
tionary costs and various other
